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ABSTRACT 

This report presents the childbearing experience and 
fertility- expectations ^of American women based ^n data collect;ed^ in 
the June^ 1976, Current Population Surrey. Survey findiht^ inclirae'* 
^the birth expectations of young single women who, as they^ marry> will 
contribute a major portion of the births In the Unltad States within 
a few years* An introductory section siimmariies significant trends. 
Of' the 13.5 million future births expected by 18 to 24 year old whits 
women reporting in the survey^ over ons-half are ex.ptcted to be 
contributed by currently single women, and 43% by currently married 
women. The fertility rate has dropped in women 18 to 24 years of age 
from 3,* 1 in the ^arly 1960 to 2.1 in . 1976, This may be due to ^ 
temporary , postponement of childbearing on the part of young wives. 
For marraed Komen of all races 14 ta 34 years old in '1971^ fertility 
rates for the five years ending in 1975 are about 88?l of the rates 
expected' for that period in 1971, For comparable age groups^ 'single 
black women have significantly higher levels of childbearing than do 
single white women. Data Indicate an Inverse relationship betweeri' 
fertility and educational attainm^ent. The buir of the report consists 
of tumbles of data. Two appendices defile terms such as "birth cohort'^, 
and "parity" and review the source and reliability pf data presented 
in the report.

INTRODUCTION 

! This report presents the childbearing experience * 
and fertility expectations of American women rased ^ 
on data collected in the June 1976 Curr^t Po^u- 
lition Survey, An advance report based .on this 
survey (Current Population Reports. Series P-20, No. 
300) has previouily described the decline in birth 
expectations among currently married women 18 to 
39 years of 'age between the first Census Bureau 
study of birth expectations In 1967 and the present 
1976 survey (see also table 6 \r\ this report). 

Survey findings in the text of this final report 
include the birth - expectations of young single 
(never-married) women who, as they marry,'^will be 
contributing a major portion of the births in thef 
United States within a few years. The consistency 
between the bi/th expectations of married women in 
1971 ^nd actuai fertility for the 5-year period 1971 
to 19/6 will also be examined. Finally, there will be 
a brief review of some new data on^ the fertilit^ipf 
single women which are'available for the first time 
from the June 1976 Current Population Survey, 

BIRTH EXRECTATIONS 

Birth expectations of single women. One criticism 
of the usefulness of the data collected in previous 
birth expectartions surveys for fertility projections 
and analysis has centered on the omission of young 
single women in the sample universe;- Since women 
-currently singJe will contrib^Jte substantially^io the 
number births In future years, ^an examination of 
the fertility prospects for these women should aid in 
the evaluation of future fertility trends/^

Figure d on the cover illustrates the relativ^ 
importance of the contribution of currerjtly single 
women to the number of future expected births. Of 
the 13.5 million future births expected by 18 to 24 
.year old White , worn en- reporting in the survey 
^ (table 1), over one-half (54 percent) are expecte'd to * 
be contributed By currentfy single worrien; 43 
percent of these birthis are expected to be con^^ 
tributed ;by currently- married women (excluding 
separated); and^ the remaining 3 percent are^ex- 
pected to be^ contributed by women currently 
widowed, divorcfd/ and separated, Among Blpck 
women 18 to 24 'years- old^ approximately two- 
thirds of the future births to be born to that cohort, 
of women ^^^x pected to be contributed by women 
who have not as yet been nnarried, / ^ 

Of course^ the expectations of these single women 
*are closely- related to the probability that they vylH 
eventually marry m future years. Since the prob- 
ability of eventual marriage declines with age for 
single . womien beyond their early twenties,^^ the 
number of childreQ expected by single women 25 
years old ind over is substantially smaller than that 
expected by single women 18 to 24 years old. Table 1 
shows that single women 18 to 24 years old^ in 
1976 expect to complete their fertility with - 
approximately 1^ children per woman; however, - 
those 30 to 34 years old in 1976 who were still 
single anticipate a final iVerage of only 0.9 children 

per woman. ^

Current fertility trends and prospects* An over- 
view of fertility trends in the United States for the 
period 1960 to 1976 is presented in table A, The 
two fertility measures shown in this table are the 
total fertility rate and= the average number of 
lifetime births expected per , currently married 
woman 18 to 24 years old. The latter measure is 
based on privately conducted fertility surveys in

The total fertility rate for^ given year is based on 
annual birth registratrons compiled by the National 
Center for Health Statistics and indicates the current 
rate of childbearing, The rate for a given year may-be 
interpreted as the number of births a woman would 
have by the end of hpr childbearing periodr JJ, 



during each year of lier riproductive life, she were 
to experience the Igi-specific^ fertility rates that 
occur in that given yean ^ 

On the ot%er hand, the average number .of 
lifetime births expected In a given' yegr are com- 
posed of all births to date, and all additlonal births 
expected in future years. Unlike the total fertility 
rate, the average number of Mfetlmi births expedted 
used in this sectiph referi only to currently married 
women between 18 and years old. Since the data

\t& not *fpr all women 18 to 24 years old, the 
ifetime expectaiions analyzed in this section 
slightly ovf rstate expectations for all women of that 
age»^ Women 18 to 24 years old were chosen since 
they have most of their reprodijctive lifespan ahead 
of them and are currently "^making ^ery large 
contributions to the annual number of births. , 
Currently married women in this age group In 1976 
have borne only 38 percent of their total number of 
escpecttd children (table 6). In addition, children 
born to all women 18 to 24 years oW accounted for 
46 percent of all births in 1975.^

because of the conceptual differences between the 
two fertility measures, both the total fertility rate 
and the average number of lifetime births expected 
were quite highQ^i the early 1960's.- During this 
' period at the en^of the^baby boom, women were 
bearing sufficient* numbers of children to produce 
'annual total fertility rates in excess of 3,0. At the^ 
same time, young wives 18 to 24 years old were 
expecting approximately 3.1 lifetime births. In more 
recent years, childbearing has declined to such an 
extent that the total fertility rate has been below 
2=0 since 1972, with the average number of lifetime 
births expected per currently married woman 18 to 
24 years old in 1976 aroand 2,^, ^ 

This decline in the total fertility rate to its 
current level of about ^1,8 is not necesslrily incon- 
sistent with the realization of current lifetime 
expectations of over 2,0 births per woman, at least ^ 
in the short run. Although it Ij^ true that women 18 
to 24 years old contribute a large proportion of 
births during any given year, whar may be ^ 
happening is that there is some temporary post- 
ponement of childbearing on the part of young 
wives. If, in the coming years, wives continue to 
expect an average 'bf more than two children pnd 
actually live up to their expectations,"the annual ^ 
total fertility rate is not likely to persist very long'at 
its cu/rent low l^els. 

Reliability of short term birth expectations. 
Considering that various demographers have pre- 
'dieted a coming rise in fertility within the-next few

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years/^ it Is 'especiaJly intei^ting to ^assess the 
reliability of birth expectations data as predictive 
statistics. To test the ability of married yvonnen in 
' 1971 to predict the^number of births they expected 
in the next 5 years, information was us^Ufrom the 
June 1976 Current Population Surve^^dr women 
who had been married at the time' of the f&71 
survey tp discover how marty chjidren they had 
borne in the last '5 .years. Table B shows the 
cbmparison of expepted Births with actual births for, 
the. sai*ne cohort of women at two points in time— in 
1971 when the first sarpple of women, reported on 
how many children they expected to have in the 
next 5 years and again in 1976 when the second 
sample reported on th% number of children that 
they had actually borne in the preceding 5 years. ^ 

The last column in table B sh^ws the rates of 
children actually born since 1971 as a percentage of 
the number at additionaL births expected in 197T 
For married snpmm of all r^aces 14 to 34 years old in 
1971, th6 fertility rates for the 5 years ending in 
1976 are about 88 percent of thp rates expected for 
t(;iat period in 1971. White women between the jges 
of 20 and 29 y^tesca in 1971 recorded fertility rates 
which were signifncantly lower than the corre- 
sponding expentatj'ons. This finding reflects the 
observed fertility ^decline that h^s occurred since 
1SS71 for thegp^ worn en, ^ \ However, for married 
women age 14 to 17 and 18 and 19 years old in 
1971; no statistically significant differences emerged 
between expected and actual fertility. 

Regarding the fdrylity patterns amon^' Black 
women, the sampling/arrors for the vaMous rates are 
So targe that none ofjthe differences shown in table 
B between expected and actual fertility during the 5 
years qualify as being statistically significant 
/ ■ ^ ' ^ . 

Tojudge from the results in table B, expeetations 
of births in the next 5 years are not, a very precise 
analytical tool for short te rm fertility projections. 
Sfiort term birth expectations may be especially

^ DataMn tablf C on the number of children ever 
born to single women indicate that for comparable 
39p Qroups, single Black vAmen have significantly, 
hngher levels of childbearing than do single White 
women, Single Black women 30^ to 44 years old in 
1976 had an average bi 2,0 children pen woman with 
approximately one=third of the women in this age 
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group having borne thrte or more children to date. 
The corresponding statistics for singfe White women 
in the same age group were 0.2 births per woman 
and- only ^5 percent reporting having borne three or 
more dhildren. Overall, the data show .that 44 
percent of single Black womea 18 to 44 years old 
have had at least one child as compared td 5 percent 
for sinple White women of the same age*

SocioecQnopiiQ differentials. Differentials In 
average numbers of children evef" ^born to single 
women by selected ch^ractefistics are shown in table 
D, The socially disadvantageous aspects of pre^ 
marital childbeafing are evident when comparing 
levels of fertility among single women by years of 
school completed and labor force status. Regardless 
of race or age, in the statistics shown in table D an 
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inverse relationship is observed between fertility and 
educational attainment. This differential is in part 
produced by the fact that a childJess single woman 
has fewer obstacles to surmount in furthering her 
educational career than doea an unwed mother.^ 
Having a child at an early age often results in a 
permanent educational, handicap that a single 
womanjmust bear for her entire life. Another factor

DEFINITIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Population coverage. The data from the Current 
Population Surveys and from the Survey of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity (1967) are for the civilian 
noninstitutional population of the United States, 
Because only a small proportion of women are 
inmates, of institutions, (less than 1 percent of 
women 15 to 44 years old being institutionalized), 
the data for the civilian noninstitutional population 
have a high degree of comparability with data for 
the total population. The censuses of 1970, 1960, 
. 1950, and 1940 show data for the total population; 
Afaska and Hawaii are included beginning with 
1960, 

Birth expectatfons. Women 14 to 39 years old 
who were currently married (spouse present or 
spouse absent excluding separated) and women 18^ 
to 34 years old who were not currently married 
(including women widowed, divorced, separated, 
and never married) who were asked the following 
questions; 

1. Looking ahead, do you expect to have any 
(more) children? 

Answer: Yes, No, Uncertain. 

If the answer to the first, question was ''Yes," the 
second and third questions were asked, 

2. How many (more) do you expect to have? 

3. How many (more) do you expect to have in 
the next 5 years? 

These questions were asked only of the women to 
whom they pertained, i.e., responses were not 
accepted from another household member on behalf 
of a woman if she was not available. 

Reporting on birth expectations, A woman was 
counted as "reporting" with respect to birth 
expectations under the following conditions; 

1, If currently married, either she both answered 
"Yes'' to question 1 and provided numerical 
answers to questions 2 and 3, or she answerGd 
"No" to question 1. 



2. If widowed, divorced, separated, or never 
married, the condrtions were the same as 
currently married,^ except that a "Yes" 
response to question 1 required a positive 
response only to question 2, 

If the conditions were not met, a woman was 
counted as "not reporting." Data on birth expecta- 
tions were not allocated for nonreporting women. 

Births to date. In some tables showing the birth 
expectations of wives, the number of "'births to 
date" is also shown. This term has the same meaning 
as the number of children ever born. 

Additional births expected. Information on 
additional births Is derived from the questions on 
birth expectations (see above). These births are 
called "additional births" when the women in 
question are ever married, since Information on 
births to date Is available for these women. In this 
case, births expected In the future are additions to 
those known to have been born to date, although 
some ever married women are childless at the time 
of the survey. 

Lifetime births expected. This term is used with 
respect to ever-married women to refer to the sum 
of births to date and additional births expected. The 
sum represents the total number of births a woman 
expects during her lifetime. 

Children ever born. The question "Has, . .ever had 
any babies (Do not count stillbirths)?" was asked of 
all women 14 to 59 years old who were reported as 
married (including separated), widowed, or dh 
vorced, and all women 18 to 59 years old who were 
reported single (never married). If the answer for the 
woman in question was "yes," the further question 
"how many" was also asked. When asking about 
children ever born^ Interviewers were instructed, to 
include children born to the woman before her 
present marriage, children no longer living, and 
children away from home as well as children who 
were still living In the home. It is possible that some 
neverMnarried mothers living with one or more of 
their natural children reported themselves as having 
been married. In addition, many mothers who first 
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married after the birth of one or more children 
counted those children, as they were expected to 
do. Nevertheless, data are probably less complete for 
births out of wedlocl< than for births within 
wedlock. 

In filling out the lnt§rview snhedule, the inter- 
viewer entered the number of children ever born 
from 0 to a terminal category of ''10 or more." For 
purposes of computing the total number of children 
ever born, the terminal category was counted as 10. 

Parity. Parity is the number of children ever born 
to a woman. In some cases, use of the term ''parity'' 
provides § less cumbersome expression, e.g., "two- 
parity women" as opposed to "women with two 
children ever born/' 

Birth cohort. A birth cohort is a group of persons 
who were born in a specified calendar period. 

Marital status. Data refer to present marital 
status. All women may be categorized as either single 
(never^married) or ever married, the latter consisting 
of women who are married, widowed, or divorced. 
In tfiis report reference is made to various subgroups 
among married women. In the section on birth 
expectations,- "currently married" refers to all 
married women except those who are separated; 
separated women are classified along with the 
widowed and divorced. In the section on children 
ever born, two categories of married women are 
shown, "husband present" or "husband absent" 
(including separated), in order to show whether or 
not the husband is a member of the household. 

Household, A household consists of all the 
persons who o-cupy a housing unit. A house, an 
afDartment or other tjroup of rooms, or a^ single 
room, is regarded as a housing unit when it is 
occupied or intended for occupancy as separate 
living cjuarters; that is, when the occupants do not 
live and eat with any other [lersons in the structure 
and tlioro is eitlior (1) direct access from the outside 
or tlirougli a common hall or (2) a kitchen or 
cooking eciuipment for the exclusive use of the 
ocdup dints. 

A liousohold includf?s the related family members 
and all the unrelated fiersons, if any, sucli as lodgors, 
foster children, wards, or em[")loyees who sliare the 
housing unit. A [lorson living alone in a housing unit, 
or n (jruuf) of unrelated f)ersons sharing a housing 
unit as (partners. Is also counted-ns a liousohold. The 
count of fiDUse}holds nxcluclos grOLifi (jiidiriors. 



Farnily, A family is defined as a group of two or 
more persons residing together who are related by 
blood, marriage, or adoption, A lodger and his wife 
who are not related to the head of the household, or 
an employee and his wife both residing in the 
household, are considered as separate families and 
not as part of the head's family. On the other hand,, 
a household head living alone or a household head 
and one or more unrelated persons is regarded as a 
household but not as a family. Thus, some house= 
holds contain more than one family and some do 
not contain any families. 

Primary family. A family that includes among its 
members the person reported as the head of the 
household. 

Household Relationship 

1. Female head, no husband present, is a woman 
reported as head of a household in which no 
one is listfed as her husband. Such a woman 
may be single, married, widowed, or divorced. 
She may live alone, with relatives, and/or with 
nonrelatives. 

s 

2. VVife in husband-wife primary family is a 

woman living with her husband in a primary 
family = This category includes women in 
common-law marriages as well as women 
in formal marriages. 

3. Other primary family member is a person 
living in the household who is related by 
blood, marriage, or adoption to the person 
reported as the head of the household and 
who is not included specifically in another 
category. 

4. Not a member of primary family is a person 
living in the household wlio is not related by 
blood, marriage, or adoption to the (jerson re 
[sorted as the head of the household.

Metropolitan-nonmetropolitan residence. The 
population residing in standard metropolitan statis- 
tica^ areas (SMSA's) constitutes the rtietropoMtan 
papulation. Except in New England, an SMSA is a 
county or group of contiguous counties which 
contains at least one city of 50,000 inhabLtants or 
more, or "twin cities'' with a combined population 
of at least 50,000. In addition to the county or 
counties, containing such a city or cities, contiguous 
counties are Included in an SMSA If, according to 
certam criteria, they are essentially metropolitan In 
character and are socially and economically inte- 
grated with the central county. In New England, 
SMSA's consist of towns and cities, rather than 
counties. The nietropolltan population in this report 
is based on SMSA> as defined in the 1970 census 
and does not include any subsequent additions or 
changes. 

Central Gltles. Each SMSA must include at least 
one central city^ and the complete title of an SMSA 
identifies the central city or cities. If only one 
centra! city is designated, then it must have 50,000 
inhabitants or more. The area title may include, in 
addition to the largest city, up to two city names on 
the basis and In the order of the following criteria; 
(1| The additional city has at least 250,000 In^ 
habitants or (2) the additional city has a population 
of one^third or more of that of the largest city and 
minimum population of 25,000, An exception 
occurs where two cities have contiguous boundaries 
and constitute, for economic and social purposes, a 
single community of at least 50,000, the smaller of 
which must have a population of at least 15,000, 

Farm population. In the Current Population 
Survey and the 1960 and 1970 Censuses of Popu 
lation the farm population consists of all persons 
living in rural territory on places of 10 or more acres 
, if as much as $50 worth of agricultural products 
were sold from the place in the reporting year. It 
also Includes t^se living on places of under 10 acres 
if as much as $250 worth of agricultural products 
were sold from the place in the reporting year. 
Persons in institutions, summer camps, motels, and 
tourist camps, and those living' on rented places 
where no land is used for farming are classified as 
nonfarm. 
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Age. The age classification is based on the age of a 
woman .at her last birthday. Age of woman at first 
marriage was determined by subtracting the date of 
birth of the woman from the date of first marriage. 
Likewise, age of a woman at birth of a child was 
determined by subtracting the date of birth of the 
woman from the date of birth of the child. 

Race. The population is impllclty divided In this 
report into three groups on the basis of race: White, 
Bfack, and ''other races," The last category includes 
Indians, Japanese, Chinese, and any other race 
except White and Black. The tables In this report 
show data for all races. Whites, and Blacks, 

Spanish origin. Persons of Spanish origin in this 
report are those persons who indicated that their 
origin was Mexican, Puerto RIcan, Cuban, Central or 
South American, or some other Spanish origin. The 
latter category includes persons from Spain as well 
as persons with combinations of types of Spanish 
origins. Persons who reported that they were of orie 
of the specific Spanish origin categories and a 
non-Spanish category were included in the specific 
Spanish category. Persons of Spanish origin may be 
of any race. 

Years of school completed. Data on years of 
school completed in this report were derived from 
the combination of answers to questions concerning 
the highest grade of school attended by the persons 
and whether or not that grade was finished. The 
questions on educational attainment apply only to 
progress In "regular" schools. Such schools include 
graded public, private, and parochial elementary and 
high schools (both junior and senior high), colleges, 
universities, and professional schools, whether day 
schools or night schools. Thus, regular schooling is 
that which may advance a person toward an 
elementary school certificate or high school 
diploma, or a college, university, or professional 
school degree. Schooling in other than regular 
schools was counted^ only If the credits obtained 
were regarded as transferable to a school in the 
regular school system. 

Labor force and employment status. The deflni= 
tlons of labor force and omployment status In this 
report relate to the population 14 years old and 
over. 

Employed. Employed porsons comprise (1) all 
civilians who, during the specified week, did any 
work at all as paid employees or in their own 
business or profession, or on their own farm, or who 
worked 15 hours or mohi as unpaid workers on a 
farm or in a businuss of)orated fjy a member of the 
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family, and (2) all. those who were not working but 
who had jobs or businesses from which they were 
temporarily absent becau^ of illness, bad weather, 
vacation, or labor-management dispute, or because 
they were taking time off for personal reasons, 
whether or not they were paid by their employers 
for time off, and whether or not they were seeking 
other jobs. Excluded from the employed group are 
persons whose only activity consisted of work 
around the house (such as)own home housework, 
painting or repairing own home, etc.) or volunteer 
work for religious, charitable, and similar 
organizations. 

Unemployed. Unemployed persons are those 
civilians . who, during the survey week, had no 
employment but were available for work and (1) 
had engaged in any specific jobseeking activity 
^[t hin the past 4 weeks , such as registering at a 
public or private employment office, meeting with 
prospective employers, checking with friends or 
relatives, placing or answering advertisements, 
writing letters of application, or being on a union or 
professional register; (2) were waiting to be called 
back to a job from which they had been laid off; or 
(3) were waiting to report to a new wage or salary 
job within 30 days. 

In labor force. Persons are classified as in the 
labor force if they were employed as civilians, 
unemployed, or in the Armed Forces during the 
survey week. The "civilian labor force" includes all 
civilians classified as employed or unemfDloyed. 

Not in labor force. AH civilians who are not 
classified as employed or unemployed are defined as 
"not in labor force," This group who are neither 
employed nor seeking work includes persons en 
gaged only in own home housework, attending 
school, or unable to work because of long-term 
pliysical or mental illness; persons who are retired or 
too old to work, seasonal workers for whom the 
survey week fell in off season, and the voluntarily 
idle. Persons cjoing only unfiaid family work (less 
than 15 hours during the reference week) are also 
classified as not in labor force. 

^ Occupation, Data on occu[)atiori are sliown for 
rthe employed and relnto to tlie job held during tlie 
survey week. Persons employed at two or more jobs 
were reported in the job at which they worked the 
greatest number of hours during the week. Tlie 
jTicijor groups used here are generally the major 
groups used in ttin 1970 Census of Population. The 
com()Osit(on of the f)rou[)s Is shown in 1970 Census 
of Population, VoM, Characteristics of the_ Popu- 
lation, charnor C, G e neTtiJ So cial and E conomjc 
C hara cter i s t i cs, U. S . Su mmary . 
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Some of the major occupation groups are some= 
times combined as follows: 

White collar. Professional, technicak and kindred 
workers; managers arjd administrators, except farm; 
sales workers; and clerical and kindred workers. 

Blue collar. Craft and kindred workers; opera' 
tives, including transport equipment opei'atives; and 
laborers, except farm. 

Family income. Family income represents the 
total income of all members of the family.. Income, 
as defined in this report, represents total money 
income, or the sum of money from wages or salary 
before deductions for personal taxes and other 
purposes, net income from self-employment, and 
income from other sources received by all family 
members. 

In the June 1976 ^jA^^ family income was 
transcribed from Info^m^ion first obtained at the 
time a household entered the Current Population 
Survey and updated when it reentered the survey. 
For about oneTourth of the sample the data are for 
ttv? year ending in March 1976, and for other 
fourths the data are for years ending in April, IVlay, 
and June 1976, respectively. 

Income data in this report are based on the 
respondent's estimate of total family money income 
In broad, fixed income levels. Previous research has 
shown that the use of broad income intervals to 
record money income tends to reduce the rate of 
nonreporting while increasing the likelihood that the 
amounts reported will be significantly understated as 
compared with results from more detailed questions. 

Median. The median Is the value which divides a 
distribution Into two equal parts; one-half of the 
cases falling below this value and one half of the 
cases exceeding this value. 

Symbols, A dash represents zero or a num= 
ber which rounds to zero. The symbol means 
less than. ''B" means that the base is too small to 
show the derived measure; "NA" means not avail-- 
able; and ''X" means not applicable. "S" means that 
the base for a derived number does not meet publh 
cation standards because the base is not comparable 
to CPS estimates. 

Rounding of estimates. Individual numbers are 
rounded to the nearest tliousand without being 
adjusted to group totals, which are independently 
rounded. Derived monsures are based on unrounded 
numbers when possible; otfierwise, tlioy are based 
on the rounded numbers. 
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SOURCE AND RELIABILITY OF 
THE ESTIMATES 

Source of data. Most of the estimates in this re- 
port are based on data obtained from the Bureau of 
the Census collected in the Current Population Sur- 
vey (CPS), the Survey of Economic Opportunity 
(SEO), and the Decennial Censuses of Population. 
Other data are from privately conducted in depth 
surveys of fertility and related phenomena, such as 
the National Fertility Study, or from books and 
journal articles by noted demographers and soci- 
ologists. The sources of data in each text table and 
for each figure can be found at the bottom of that 
table or figure. The sources of non Census Bureau 
data appearing in the text of the report are pre- 
sented in accompanying footnotes. Brief descrip= 
tions of the sources from and procedures by which 
data of the Bureau of the Census were obtained are 
presented below. Further information for the data 
from private sources can be obtained from the indi- 
vidual publications referenced in the report. 



Current population survey (CPS). The CPS estl- 
mates in this report are based on data obtained in 
June of 1971 and 1976. The monthly CPS deals 
mainly with labor force data for the civilian non in- 
stitutional population. Questions relating to labor 
force participation are asked about each member 14 
years old and older in each sample household. In 
addition, supplementary questions are asked each 
June about fertility and birth expectations of 
American women. 

The present CPS samples was initially selected 
from the 1970 census file and is updated contln' 
uously to reflect nevv construction where possible 
(see section ''Nonsampling Variability" below)^ 
Samples for previous sample designs were selected 
from files from the census most recently completed 
at the time. 

The following table provides a description of 
some aspects of the CPS sampre designs in use dur- 
ing the referenced data^col lection periods. 
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Description of the Current Population Survey 
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Tfie estimation procedure used for the monthly 
CPS data involves the inflation of the weighted 

^am|jle results to independent estimates of the 
civilian noninstitutional population of the United 
States by age, race, and sex. These independent esti- 
mates were based on statistics from decennial 
censuses; statistics on births, deaths, immigration, 
and emigration; and statistics on the strength cSf the 
ArTned Forces. For data collected in the Current 
Po (Jul at ion Surveys between March 1962 and 
September 1971, the .independent estimates used 
were based on statistics from the 1960 Census of 
Population. Beginning in October 1971, the inde 
|)endent estimate^ were based on the 1970 Census of 

» Population. 



1967 Survey of Economic Opportunity, The 
1967 Survey of Economic Opportunity (SEO) sarn 
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pie was spread over. 357 areas comprising 701 coun = 
ties and independent cities* These areas were chosen 
to provide coverage in each State and the District of 
Columbia. Approximately 29,000 occupied house- 
holds were eligible for interview. Of this number 
about 2,500 of the occupied units were visited but 
interviews were not obtained because the occupants 
were not found at homfe after repeated calls or were 
unavailabje for some reason. In addition to the 
29,000 occupied households, there were also 7,7D0 
sample units which were visited but were found to 
be vacant or otherwise not to be interviewed. 

The SEO sample was selected so that there was a 
dispropojlionately large sample from tfie Black and 
other races population. The weights applied to eacli 
sample case were adjusted to reflect this. This sam= 
pling procedure was used to provide more rt?liable 
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estimates for Black and other races population al- 
though it was known "^that reliability of estimates not 
broken down by' race and of estrmates for Whites 
would be reduced. 

Decennial census of population,' Decennial census 
data in this report are based on complete counts or 
on the samples associated with the census. The 1960 
and 1970 census data are based on 5 percent sam= 
pies. Descriptions of the samples can be found in the 
appropriate census publications. 

Reliability of the estimates. Since the SEO and 
CPS estimates in these tables were based on samples, 
they may differ somewhat from the figures that 
would have been obtained if a complete census had 
been taken using the same schedules, instructions, 
and enumerators. There are two types of errors 
possible in an estimate based on a sample survey- 
sampling and nonsampling. For estimates in this 
report, indications of the magnitude of sampling 
error are provLded, but the extent of the nonsam- 
pling error is unknown. Consequently, particular ^ 
care should be exercised in the interpretation of fig 
ures based on a relativel^^ small number of cases or 
on small differences between estimates. 

Nonsampling variability. As in any survey work, 
-the results are subject to errors of response and non 
reporting in addition to sampling ''variability. Non = 
sampling errors can be attributed to many sourdes, 
e.g,, inability to obtain information about all cases 
in the sample, definitional difficulties, differences in 
the interpretation of questions, inability or unwiih 
ingness to provide correct information on the part 
of respondents, inability to recall information, mis = 
takes made in collection such as in recording or 
coding the data, mistakes made in processing the 
data, mistakef made in estimating values for missing 
data, and failure to represent all units with the 
sample (undercoverage). The approximate magni- 
tude of two. sources of undercQverage in CPS is 
known and is described nexr. 

Approximately 600,000 conventional new con^ 
struction units were issued building permits prior to 
the 1970, census but bbi^ding was not completed by 
'the time of the census ti.e,, April 1970); these units 
have no representation in the CPS sample. Conven- 
tional new construction, for vt'hich building permits 
were issued after census, is represented. In addi- 
tion to undercoveMpof conventional new construc= 
tion, CPS misses "^t least 200,000 new mobile 
homes. These are missed because there is nu syste^ 
matic sampling procedure to provide representation 
of mobile homes constructed since the 1970 census. 
Note that these estimates of missed units are rele = 



vant to the present sample only and not to earlier 
designs where the extent of undercoverage was gen= 
erally less. 

In addition to the above mentioned sources of 
undercoverage in CPS, several sources of response 
error with respect to fertility of American women 
have been identified. Regarding birth expectations,. 
16 percent of ever married women and, 37 percent 
of never-married women were counted as "not 
reporting" (table A^l) in the June 1976 CPS 
supplement. These percentages include women who 
w#re uncertain about additional births expected and 
did not provide a numerical response as well as 
women who either were not contacted by the inter- 
viewer or who refused to answer the questions. The 
tables jn this report showing birth expectations are 
restricted to women who Aipplied a numerical 
answer. What bias, if any, is introduced by this re- 
striction is not currently known. 

Regarding the question on children ever born, 7 
percent of the ever^married women and 8 percent of 
the single women were counted as ''not reporting." 
In these instances, a number of children ever born 
was imputed, based on a match of these women 
with other women of similar characteristics who did 
report children ever born. Tables presenting rates of 
children ever born are based on all women in the 
sample, including women with an imputed value for 
number of children ever born. 

The June 1976 CPS included single women 18 to 
59 years old among those asked about previous 
childbearing. Consequently, there is the likelfhood 
of some deliberate misreporting of the facts, 
.especially among women who perceive outof- 
wedlock childbearing as bearing a social, moral, or 
legal stigma. It is also quite possible that the level of 
misreporting may differ systematically according to 
various demographic and social characteristics, • 

Sampling variability. The standard errors given in 
the following tables are primarily measures of sam- 
pling variability, that is, of the variations that 
occurred by chance because a sample rather than the 
whole of the population was surveyed- As calcu^ 
lated, the standard error also partially measures the 
effect of certain response and enumeration errors, 
but it does not measure any systematic biases in the 
data. The chances are about 68 out of 100 that an

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estimate from the survey differs from a complete 
census figure by less than the standard error. The 
chances are about 90 out of 100 that this difference 
would be less than 1,6 times the standard error and 
about 95 out of 100 that the difference would be 
less than twice the standard error. 

All the statements of comparison appearing In the 
text are significant at a l.o' standard error level or 
better, and most are significant at a level of more 
than 2.0 standard errors. This means that for most 
differences cited in the text, the estimated differ^ 
ence is greater than twice the standard error of the 
difference. Statements of comparison qualified in 
some way by use of the phrase, ''some evi = 

dence") ha^rl^-level of significance between T6 and 
2,0 standard errors. Comparisons involving data or 
statements from journal articles or publications not 
written at the Bureau of the. Census do not nec= 
essarily meet these statistical standards. 

Note when using small estin^iates. Percent distribu= 
tions are shown in this report only when the base of 
the percentage is greater than 75,000 for any data 
collected in the June 1976 or June 1971 CPS and 
for data on Black women collected in the February= 
March 1967 SEO, or when the base of the percent- 
age is greater than 125,000 for data on all races and 
on White women collected in the February-March , 
1967 SEp, Because of the large standard errors in- 
volved, there is little chance that percentages would 
reveal useful information when computed on smaller 
bases. Estimated numbers are shown, however, even 
though^jhe re latly e_stan da rd errors o f these numbers 
are larger than those for the corresponding percent- 
ages= These smaller estimates are provided primarily 
to permit such combinations of the categories as 
serve each user's needs. Similarly, estimated num= 
bers of children ever born per 1,000 women and 
birth expectation data are shown in the report only 
when the associated number of women is greater 
s^han 75,000 or 125,000 as specified above. 

Comparability with other data, Data from sources 
other than the Census Bureau may be subject to 
both higher sampling and nonsampling variability. In 
addition, data obtained from the CPS are not en^ 
tirely comparable with data obtained from SEO or 
other sources. This is due in large part to differences 
in interviewer training and experience and in differ- 
ing survey processes. This is an additional cornpon = 
ent of error not reflected in the standard error 
tables. Therefore, caution should be used in compar= 
ing results between these different sources. 

Standard errors for data based on the decennial 
rensuses. Sampling errors of all data from 5 percent 
samples of the 1^60 and 1970 decennial censuses 
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shown in this report are small enough to be disre' 
garded. However, the^standard errors may be fotjnd 
in the appropriate census volumes. 

Standard errors for data based on the CPS or 
SEO. Standard error tables, formulas and their use. 
Instead of providing individual standard errors for 
each characteristic of interest, generalized standard 
errors are provided for each set of characteristics 
which have nearly equal standard errors. As-a-#esult, 
an indication of the order of magnitude of the 
stand^d errors is provided rather than the precise 
standard error tor any specific item. 

The figures presented in tables B=1 and B-2 are 
approximations to standard errors of estimated 
numbers and estimated percentages. The figures pre- 
sented in table 8 3 are approximations to) standard 
errors of estimated fertility ratios. Estim^ed stand^ 
ard errors for specific characteristics cannot be 
obtained from tables BO, 8=2, and 8=3 wfthout the 
use of the factors in table B=4, These fact^s must be 
applied to the standard errors in order to adjust for 
the combined effect of sample design and estimating 
procedure on the value of the characteristic.- Stand= 
ard errors for intermediate values not shown in tlie 
tables may be approximated by interpoiuHrn-. 

If one chooses, instead of using the stai la^^d t;rror 
and factors tables, standard errors can bi_ co .iputed 
directly using the formulas that follow ar^ the 
parameters from table B-5. Direct computation of 
the standard errors will give more accurate/results, 
- Methods for direct computation are giveri=in the 
follovying sections. 

Standard errors of estimated numbers. The. 
approximate standard error, t;^, of an estimated 
number shown in this report can be obtained in two 
ways. It may be obtained by use of the formula

conclusion that the average estimate of the differ= 
ence derived from all possible samples of the same 
size and design lies wtthin a range computed in this 
way would be correct for roughly 68 percent of all 
possible samples.

§tandard error of a fertility ratio- A separate 
standard error tabte, table B-3, provides standard 
errors for both number of children ever born and 
number of expected lifetime births per ,1,000 
women.

For data involving two or more 
possible events per woman, table B=3, the table of 
standard errors of estimated fertility ratios, sliould 
be used. 

Illustration of the computation of the standard 
error of a- fertility ratio. Table 6 of this report shows 
that in 1967 wives 25 to 29 years old eKpected 
3,037 lifetime births per' 1,000 wives. Table 6 also 
shows that there wore 3,773,000 wives in this 
group/^ Table B 3 shows the standard error of a 
ratio of 3,037 bir-ths on a base of 3 ,773,000 women 
to be approximately'^ 66. Multiplying the standard 
error of 66 by T44 (tlie factor fyr total or White 
population data based .on the 1967 Survey of Eco = 
nomic Opportunity), xm standard error becomes 95 
per 1,000. Consequently, the chances are 68 out of 
100 tfiat the estimate would have been a fertility ' 
ratio differing from a complete census figure by less 
than 95 per TOGO. The chances are 95 out of 100 
that the estimate would hfiue been a fertility ratio 
differing from a complete census figure by less than 
190 f)er 1,000 (twice the standard error), i,e,, tfiis 
95 f)ercent confidence inte/val would be between 
2,847 and 3,227 lifetime births expected per 1,000 
wives 25 to 29 years old in 1 967. "

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The standard errors of estimated numbers as cal- 
culated for this report are not applicable to esti = 
mates of total women by age or race. As estimates 
by age, sex, and race are independently derived 
totals, they are not subject to any sampling error. 
Because of the use.of ratio estimation, any pub- 
lished number which is a large subset of a given 
age-sex^race groi^ (i.e., 50 percent or more) will 
have a sampling error smaller than shown in table 
B-1. For such items, a closer approximation to the 
standard errors can be obtained by using the popula- 
tion of the age sex-race group (1976 figurti are 
available in table 18) as the base of the perc&tage 
and converting the standard errors in table B^atom 
percentages to numbers by multiplying them^^the 
bases. For example, table 1 of this report shows that 
in June 1976 there were ■ 4,880,000 currently 
-married White women 25 to 29 years old reporting 
on birth expectationsV If this figure were a subset of 
a considerably larger independent age race group, 
the standard error on this estimate should be taken ^ 
from table B-T However, since the figure of 
4,880,000 currently giarneH White women reporting 
on birth expectations represents approximately 63,8 
percent of the 7,650,000 White women in the 25 to 
29 year age group, ^a -closer approximation to the 
sampling error of the figure can be obtained using 
table B-2. The standard er'ror of 63.8 percent on a 
base of 7,650,000 is approximately 0.7 percent, 
Tlius, the standard error of 4,880,000 would be 
7,650,000 multiplied by 0.007, or about 54,000, 
Consequently, the chances are ^ out of. lOo'that 
the estimate would 'have been a figure differing frorri 
a complete census ligure by less than 54,000. The 
chances are 95 out of 100 that the estimate would 
have been a figure differing from a complete census 
figure by less than lOS^OOO (twice the star^lard 
error). 
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
